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A HORSE CALLED JIM. 
—_— €- - 
ALLEGATION OF 
BITING.’’ . 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 
action came on for hearing, in which 
Mr. Richard Sheehan, of Mallow, Co. Cork, 
sought to have rescinded, a contract for the 
sale by Major John Wyndham Aylmer, of 
Courtown, Kileock, Co. Kildare, to him, of 
a horse called “Jim,” which ne alleged was 
warranted by Major Aylmer to be free from 
stable vices, but was, in fact, a “ crib-biter.”’ 
Mr, Sheehan further claimed the return of 
the purchase money paid for the horse, to- 
gether with 5 per cent. auctioneer’s fees and 
interest thereon; and damages for alleged 
misrepresentation and breach of warranty in 

the sale of the horse. 

The plaintiff in his statement of claim 
stated that at an auction for the sale of 
horses held by Messrs. R. and J. Goff and 
Co., Ltd., the defendant offered for sale a 
horse called ‘‘ Jim,’’ and he was declared the 
parchaser at 345 guineas. Dr. John Clancy, 
veterinary surgeon, examined the animal on 
his behalf and asked the vendor if the horse 
had any stable vices. The defendant replied 
that the horse had not. Shortly after the 
auction the plaintiff discovered that the horse 
was a “‘crib-biter,’” and elected to rescind 
the sale, but the defendant refused to take 
the horse back and to return the purchase 
money. . 

The defendant in his defence denied that 
he gave the alleged or any warranty or 
representation, or that he committed any 
breach of the alleged warranty. or repre- 
sentation, and said that the horse ‘‘Jim”’ 
was sold subject to examination, and. that 
the plaintiff accepted, paid for, and took 
delivery of the horse after examination. It 
was a term of the contract under which the 
horse was sold, that any horse realising 
fifteen guineas or over, and found to be a 
‘“cyib-biter,”” unless stated at the time of 
sale, should be returned by the purchaser 
on the day following the sale, and must be 
accompanied by a veterinary certificate. The 
right of a purchaser to return the horse in 
the event of the horse being a “crib biter ” 
(which was not admitted) was conditional 
upon his being returned on the day following 
the sale, accompanied by a veterinary certi- 
ficate, and the plaintiff having failed to 
return the horse on the day following the 
sale, ecompanied by a veterinary. certificate, 
he was not entitled to the relief sought. 

Mr. Phelns; K.C.; Mr. Fitzcerald, K.C., 
and Mr. Vaughan Wilson (instructed by 
Messrs. O'Connor and Dudley) appeared for 
the plaintiff ; and Mr. FitzGibbon. K.C.; Mr. 
Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. W. L. 
Sainsbury (instructed by Messrs. Stanuel] 
and Son) for the defendant. 

The plaintiff gave evidence, and in the 
course of* his cross-examination by Mr. Fitz- 
(;ibbon, he said that the horse was taken to 
Mallow on the Friday evening, and it was 
allowed to rest in the horse-box on the Satur- 
day, Sunday, Monday and Tuesday. 

Mr. FitzGibbon—Did you ever hear that 
a high mettled horse would become a 
‘“ eribber’’ from sheer boredom ’—No. 

I suggest you could not have done anything 
more hkely to make *‘ Jim” a ‘‘ cribber” 
than keep him there in a box for four days ?— 
He was well looked after in the box.  - 

Other witnesses having been examined on 
behalf of the plaintiff, 

The defendant gave evidence, and said 
that the horse, “ Jim,” was in good condition 
when he sent him with other horses to the 
sale. He told Mr. Clancy, when asked at the 
sale about the horse, that the animal had no 
Stable vices, and he certainly believed that 
to be true. So far as he knew, the horse 
never had. any stable vices, and he never 
knew him to be a “' crib-biter.”’ 

(ross-examined by Mr. Fitzgerald, he said 
that it was quite possible for the horse to 
have become a “ crib-biter ” after it left him. 
He had, he said, often gone to the stables to 
see his horses, as he loved his horses. 

The witness said that if the horse was such 
a ''crib-biter ” as the plaintiff said he was 
iw Or his grooms must have seen him, but 
he never saw the horse “' crib-biting,’’ and it 
was never reported to him that the horse 
had been seen ‘‘crib-hiting.’’ He had no hesita- 
tien in telling Mr. Claney that the horse had 
no stable vices, because that was his view 
w a he sold the animal, and it was his view 
still. 

On the conclusion of the defendant's evi 
dence the further hearing was ‘ adjourned 
until to-day.

COST OF LIVING FIGURES

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

Mr. Jamies Comyn (instructed by Messrs. 
O'Hanlon and Robinson) applied exparte on 
behalf of Mary O'Connor, Mary Anne Healy, 
Edward Tierney and Sarah Dempsey, plain- 
titfs in an action against Dr. W. C. Dwyer, 
Mr. P. J. Hernon and Mrs. J. Power, the 
Commissioners of the Dublin Union, for an 
order giving them liberty to issue and serve 
a subpoena upon the Secretary of the Ministry 
for Industry «nd Commerce to produce in 
Court at the trial of the suit the cost of 
living figures at the present time, and in the 
years from 1926 to 1929, and the percentage 
figures since July, 1914, as given in the 
Trish Trade Journal. He also applied for 
liberty to serve a #ubpana upon  awaá - 
Madden, Summerhill Dispensary; R. Blacx- 
burpe, Grand Canal street Dispensary, and 
P. Early, North Clarence street Dispensary, 
the relieving officers dealing with outdoor 
relief in the localities in which the plaintiffs 
reside, to produce in Court at the hearing of 
the action the application and report books, 
the outdoor relief lists, and the half-yearly 
lists of the destitute persons in receipt of 
relief ont of the Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The suit, counsel said, was instituted by 
the parties whose names he had mentioned 
against the Commissioners of the Dublin 
Union foy a declaration that, as destitute per- 
sons, they are by law entitled to poor relief 
from the defendants. The trial of the action 
had been fixed for February 11th, and senior 
counsel had advised that it was necessary 
that, the documents to which he had referred 
should be in Court. 


Mr. Justice Johnston—This is a pretty big 


order for ‘which you are asking. 

Mr. T. J. Greene (Messrs. Roger Greene 
and Sons) said that he appeared for the 
defendants in this case, and they had already 
given the plaintiffs an opportunity of inspect- 
ing the application forms for relief. This 
matter, he said, had previously been raised 
before Mr. Justice Meredith, when the plain- 
tiffs wanted figures from the defendants 
showing the number of destitute poor people 
in Dublin. 

Mr. Justice Johnston expressed the opinion 
that, as this was an ez parte motion, Mr. 
Greene could scarcely intervene, and he 
would deal with the matter himself upon a 
verusal of the affidavits. It was a serious 
usiness to move against the Secretary of the

SALE OF LIMERICK FARM. 


£1,500 FOR 45 ACRES. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) | 
Mr. M. Comyn, KC. (instructed by. Mr. 
Roger Fox), applied for confirmation of the 
sale for £1,500 of a farm at Bulgaden, Co. 
Limerick, to Miss Margaret O'Doherty, of 
Kildorrery. ‘the farm was for sale in the 
suit, of John O'Donnell against Patrick Cooke 
and Mary Cooke. In December, 1929, counsel 
applied for leave to sell the farm out of 
Court, as there would be a better chance of 
getting a good price at a loca] auction, and 
greater expedition in the sale. Counsel now 
submitted that the price of £1,500 for 45 
Statute acres was a good price in view of 
the fall in land value, although the land 
itself was extremely good. The auctioncer, 
Mr. Thomas Leahy, Kilmallock, in an 
affidavit, stated that the sale was free and 
open; that no objection to the sale was 
taken, and that the best price possible was 
obtained. The sale had been carried out by 
instructions of the defendant, Patrick 
Cooke. 
Mr. John J. Eower, solicitor, appeared for 
the defendant. 
Mr. Justice Johnston made an order sanc- 
tioning the sale, the money to be dodged in 
Court, 


SECURITY OF LANDS. 


ADYANCES MADE BY BANK. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 
The hearing was resumed of the appeals 
by the defendants in the cases of Bank of 
Ireland v. Bra, and Bapk of Ireland y. 
Daly and another, from an order and judg- 
ment of Mr. Justice O’Byrne in the High 
Court in favour of the plainttfis at the tral 
of the actions, without a jury, dated 19th 
July last. Both cases were heard together, 
and both appeals are now being heard to- 
gether, 
The proceedings related to a guarantee held 
by the Bank with respect to advances made 
to the defendants on the security of the lands 
of Dunganny and Castletown, Co. Meath. 
The trial judge gave judgment to the Bank 
of Ireland for £2,265 in the first action; 
and judgment for £6,765 in the second 
action, striking out the odd shillings and 
penee specified in the’ respective claims. He 
dismissed the defendants’ counter-elainis, 
granting the amounts claime] by the Bank 
on foot of the counter-claim dated March 
2th, 1922. 
Mr. Dickie, K.C.; Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., 
and Mr. Cawley (instructed by Messrs, 
Brown and McCann) appeared for the de- 
dendant, Brady; Mr. Dickie, K.C., and Mr. 
Monks (instructed by Mr. Malone) for she 
defendants, wi | and another; and Myr, 
Denning, K.C.; Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. 
Marnan (instructed by Mr. C. J. Ruther- 
ford) for the Bank of Ireland, plaintiffs, 
respondents. 

In his judgment, Mr. Justice O'Byrne said 
that the first and last argument addressed: to 
him by Mr. Dickie was-to the effect that, on 
payment by the defendants of the moneys 
claimed in these actions, they were entitled 
to have transferred to them a proportion of 
the securities held by the bank. That might 
or might not raise a very interesting question 
of law, but it was a matter which, in his 
opinion, could not be properly pleaded or 
raised in these actions, and. he did not intend 
to deal with it: Explaining the nature of the 
actions, he said that the first action was 
brought by the governors and company of 
the Bank of Ireland against James Brady to 
recover £2,000 and interest due on foot of a 
guarantee of 20th March, 1922, and the second 
action was brought to recover the sum of 
£4,000 and interest on foot of a second 
guarantee, dated the 12th March, 1923. . Both 
these guarantees were entered into to secure 
the indebtedness of the sums mentioned— 
namely, £2,000 and £4,000 respectively—by 
William Larkin. The first guarantee was 
admittedly signed by the defendant in the 
first action, James Brady; and both guaran- 
tees, dated March, 1922 and 1923, were 
admittedly signed by the two defendants in 
the second action—Laurence Daly and 
Patrick Larkin. He was satisfied, he added, 
that at the date when notice was served on 
these guarantors that William Larkin owed 
the bank a sum in excess of the amount 
secured by these guarantees. In these cir- 
cumstances, the guarantees having been 
signed by the defendants, and a sum in 
excess of the amounts of the guarantees 
being due by the principal debtor, the Bank 
of Ireland, prima facie, was entitled to re- 
cover from the guarantors the amount secured 
by the guarantees. : 

Referring to the special defences raiseil in 
the pleadings, he pointed out that the first 
suggested was that, when the first guarantee 
of £2,000 was entered into, there was an 
express stipulation between the manager of 
the Bank of Ireland in Trim, acting on behalf 
of the plaintiffs, and the guarantofs that the 
lands were to be the primary security for 
the sum of £2,000, and that the guarantors 
were to be resorted to only when the lands 
had been sold and the proceeds of the sale 
applied to the liquidation of the liability of 
the guarantors, and he said: that, having 
heard the evidence, in his opinion, the plain- 
tiffs were entitled to succeed in these actions. 

Mr. Dickie had not concluded his opening 
address in support of the appeals when the 
Court rose. 

The further hearing was adjourned till to- 
morrow, as the ‘Chief Justice has an im- 
portant official engagement for to-day, 


CINEMA OWNER FINED. 


TWO EXITS BOLTED. 
Fines were inflicted at Tower Bridge Police 
Court, on George Smart, the licensee of the 
Tower Bridge road Super Cinema, Tower 
Bridge road, for alowing two exits to be 
bolted and padlocked during a performance, 
and for failing to have auxiliary hghts lighted 
at those exits. | 
The offences were admitted, the defendant 
saying that it was an oversight. There were, 
he said, nine other exits on the ground floor. 
The solicitor for London County Council 
said that on January 6th two of the exits 
were bolted and padlocked, and no auxiliary 
lights lighted in the passages, so that if the 
electric lighting had failed those exits would 
have been in total darkness. In case of panic 
this would have been serious. There were 
some eight hundred people on the ground 
floor alone. 

Mr. Campion, the magistrate, said that he 
was satisfied that the offences were the result 
of an oversight, but it was not his duty to 
regard oversights in such cases as a valid 
excuse or the very valuable regulations would 
be rendered useless. There was danger, and 
very grave danger, in the non-observance of 
the regulations made to avoid danger. . 

It was defendant’s first offence, and he 
would be'fined £15 on the first summons, five 
guineas on the second, and he -wonld have te 
pay five guineas coats. i

Three : sár giair i i es Aá John 
Doyle and William Doyle—were charged with 
having eonfederated and agreed to rob John 
Kenny, building contractor, om January. 11. 
Archibald Doyle and John Doyle were

further charged with having, while armed 


with revolvers or pistols, on January 11 last 


near Donnycarney, assaulted and robbed John 


Kenny of a motor car and £1,069 5s, 10d. 
They also were Gharged with’ being in 
possession of firearms without licence, and 
being in possession of firearms with intent to 
endanger life or case injury to property, 

William Doyle also was charged with being 
an accessory after the fact. : 

The accused men pleaded ** Not guilty.” 

Mr, Vincent Rice, K.C., and Mr. Joseph 
Healy (wstructed by the Chief State Solicitor) 
prosecuted. | | 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. M. d. 
O’Mullane (instructed by Mr. P, Campbell, 
solicitor) appeared for the defence. 

Mr. Rice, in presenting the case to the 
jury, said ‘that the details that would be un- 
folded would show that it was one of the 
most carefully planned and daring robberies 
ever committed in the history of the City of 


Dublin. 
THE ROBBERY. 

Counsel then related at length the history 
of the rebbery, which, briefly, was that on 
January 11, while Mr. Kenny and his assist- 
ant, Mr. Sheehan, were motoring along Mala- 
hide road with £1,609 in cash to pay the 
workmen, they were ‘‘held up” hy two 
men—one’of them in uniform—who pretended 
that they were looking for a lost motor car. 
Having examined and tested it, they ordered 
the driver out of the car, Mr. Kenny already 
naving got out, and the two robbers then 
entered the motor car and drove away. The 
car was subsequently found in the Pheonix 
Park. At a later date the buik of the money 
was found by detectives in the house where 
the prisoners lived in Ring street, Inchicore. 

Evidence ‘would be given that, a uniform 
cap was purchased from Messrs. Messias’, 
tailors and outfitters, Eden quay, on January 
9th by one of the prisoners, and that a 
coat also was purchased from the Leyland 
Rubber Co., Middle Abbey street, on January 
10th, for 42s. The cap and coat, it would 
be proved, were subsequently found in the 
‘Furry Glen,” Pheenix Park. 

Mr. Charles Giffard, teller of the Bank 
of Ireland, stated that on January llth he 
cashed a cheque for £2,082 5s. 10d. for Mr. 
Kenny. 

STORY OF “HOLD UP.” | 
John Kenny, building contractor, described 
how, with Mr. Sheehan, his assistant, he 
was travelling along Malahide road to pay 
510 men at Donnycarney, when a man dressed 
in Civic Guard's uniform, stopped the motor 
car by putting up his hand, and said that 
he wanted to see the driver's licence. A 
second man, in civilian dress, was standing 
near by. Addressing witness, the man in 
uniform seid: ‘‘ You had better get out 
here.” He also said to Sheehan: ' You had 
better got out, also.” 

The man in uniform said to the civilian: 
“You get into the car and see if that is the 
car we have been looking for.” The man in 
uniform produced a revolver, and addressing 
Witness said: ‘‘ You had better clear up the 
road as quickly as possible.” The two men 
then got into the car and drove slowly away. 
A coat and cap (produced) resembled those 
worn by the man in uniform. He identified 
two .of the prisoners as the men who had 
held him up. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Maguire, who asked 
witness if he was quite happy that the money 
had been recovered, witness replied that he 
was quite happy that he was alive. At the 
identification parade he picked out John 
Doyle as the man dressed in uniform and 
Archibald as the man in civilian dress who 
took part in the “ hold up.” 

Alphonsus Sheehan, assistant to, and 
nephew of the last witness, said that the 
man in civilian clothes had what witness 
thought was a gun. He picked out Archibald 
Doyle in the parade as the man who wore 
Civic Guard's dress. 

THE UNIFORM. 

Henry Blaresdale explained how he found 
the coat and uniform cap (produced) in the 
‘Furry Glen,” Phenix Park, on. January 
15th. He was attracted to the place by the 
barking of a dog which accompanied him. 

Wilham Donnelly, who was with the last 
witness, corroborated. 

Peter Buggy, a cutter, employed by Messrs. 
Messias, 8 ‘Eden quay, stated that a tall 
young gentleman bought the unform cap 
(produced) from him on January 9th for 

s. 6d., and stated that he wanted it ‘‘ for 
amateur theatricals.”" There was no Civic 
Guard badge in the cap at the time. 

John Wallace, assistant manager, Leyland 
Rubber Company, stated that on January 10 
a man whom he had since identified as 
Archibald Doyle called to the shop in connec- 
tion with the purchase of a coat. He said 
that the coat was for his brother. 

William Harrington, assistant in the same 
establishment, stated that on the afternoon 
of January 10 he sold the coat produced 
to the prisoner, William Doyle. 

Joseph Hanley, garage proprietor, stated 
that William Doyle, who was employed by 
him, asked on January 10 for an order for 
a coat from the Leyland. Rubber Company. 
William Doyle worked on January 11 until 
between one and two o’clock p.m. 

Detective-Sergeanit. Scully stated “that - he 
found in a drawer in Mr. Hanley’s garage 
the map of Dublin (produced). There was a 
cross marked at Donnycaruey, 


IN THE PHENIX PARK. 

Detective Officer Doyle stated that on 
January 16 he was in the Phenix Park, 
when he saw’ Archibald Doyle on the road 
a hundred yards away. He asked him what 
he was doing there, and he said that he was 
out for walk Witness brought him to 
the Brideweil, and told him that he was 
going to detain him in connection with the 
“hold up ” of Mr. Kenny. Archibald Doyle 
said that that was a serious charge, and 
that he would make no statement, but that 
if he was brought up for identification and 
identified and charged, he would make a 
statement after getting legal advice. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Maguire, witness 
said that he was not in the LR.A. with 
Archibald Doyle. ! 

Detective-Sergeant Lynch gave evidence in 
connection with the overcoat. He said that 
the prisoners Archibald and John Doyle, 
when questioned, made no statements. 

Detective Superintendent Peter Ennis 
described what took lace at the identifica- 
tion parade at the Bridewell. Mr. Kenny 
and his assistant, to the best. of their know- 
ledge, identified Archibald and John Doyle. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Maguire, witness 
had a snapshot. of Archibald Doyle in his 
pocket d-ring the parade. He did not drop 
it and did not let any person see it during 
the day. The snapshot had been handed to 
him that morning by a detective officer. 
None of the witnesses had an opportunity 
of seeing the snapshot. 

The Judge—Superintendent Ennis, in my 
opinion, carried out this identification parade 
with perfect propriety. | 

Detective Officer Hickie gave evidence of 
finding the sum of £61 in notes in the house 
where. the accused men resided. It was 
found behind +++ cistern in the lavatory. 


HOUSE SEARCHED, 

Detective Officer Donegan stated that, with 
other detectives, he searched the house in 
which the prisoners lived. They raised the | 
linoleum on the landing and lifted a piece 
of the flooring. Witness found there twenty 

ink coloured paper bags conteining silver. 

Inderneath the silver were three pieces of 
boards. Witness lifted them, and puttin 
in his hand drew out a brown paper par 
which contained twelve bundles of £1 notes, 
two bundles of 10s. notes and one bundle 
containing 10s. and £1 notes. Another 
detective officer called Mrs. Dayle’s attention 
to what had been found and she said: “For 
get? sake leave me alone; 1 see enough 
of it.” i 

This closed the case. for the prosecution. 

Mr. Maguire said that at that stage of the case 
he only proposed to give a brief outline of 
the defence. The position was that Archibald 
Doyle, and he alone, of the three prisoners 
had anything to do with this transaction. 
With a friend, whose name he did not want 
to diselose naturally, he planned the whole 
affair, and carried out the robbery, and had 
the money unknown to the family. Archibald 
Doyle, therefore, accepted the full responsi- 
bility for the transaction, 

As regards John Doyle, the defence was 
that it was a case of mistaken identity, and 
that he could not have been there on the 
morning of the occurrence. That would be 
proved by a number of witnesses 

The prisoner, William Dovle, knew nothing

Mills, BELFAST, 


ARCH ZOLOGICAL 
FIND IN INDIA. 


AUTHENTIC RELIC OF 
BUDDHA,

The discovery of an authentic relic -of 
Buddha, which is bound to excite immense 
interest among Buddhists throughout the 
world, has has just been reported by Mr. A. 
H. Longhurst, of the Indian Archzological 
Survey. 

The discovery was made on Nagar Juni- 
konda Hill, an ancient site on the right bank 
of the Krishna River, in the Taluk of 
Paland, in ‘the district of Gunturmadras. 

Mr. Longhurst discovered the remains of 
a great stupa—or Buddhist tumulus—which 
was founded by Princess Chantisiri, of the 
Ikkakaku Dynasty, which ruled Andhra in 
the second and third centuries A.D. 

The Stupa was consecrated by the deposit 
of a relic of the Buddha himself. In sim- 
plicity of style the great Stupa seems to have 
been similar in appearance to Stupas of the 
same age existing In (Ceylon. 

While excavating one of the outer chambers 
on the north side of the Stupa, Mr. Long- 
hurst discovered a broken earthenware pot 
filled with hard red earth, in which a few 
white crystal beads were embedded near the 
surface. This earth was removed and care 
fully sifted, and a tiny round box, three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter, contaming a 
fragment of a bone. about the size of a pea, 
was found inside. This, together with a few 
gold flowers, pearls and garnets had originally 
been placed inside a small silver casket shaped 
like a miaiature Stupa, two and a half inches 
in height. 

The silver casket was unfortunately found 
in a corroded and broken condition, but a 
replica has been made. Relics were usuaily 
deposited in the centre of Stupas, but as 
this is the only relic recovered frem. this 
Stupa, it is in all probability the actual relic 
of the Buddha himself, which 1s mentioned im 
inscriptions, and which sanctified the Great 
Stupa. 

Other important discoveries inglude four 
Buddhist monasteries, six temples, and several 
smaller Stupas. Jesides a number of upright 
slabs, over one hundred magnificent panels, 
illustrating scenes from the life of the Buddha 
and other subjects, have been recovered. 
Explorations at Nagar Junikonda are being 
continued, and the result. of further research 
is awaited with interest.

Two years ago his play 
about marriage, ' Fanatics,’’ was some- 
thing of a wonder in London, and it had 
a successful run there.

A 
prominent Socialist, Miles Malleson is 
also a strong “ pacifist,’’ and some of his 
earlier plays are decidedly anti-mili- 
taristic. At present he is producing, and 
acting im, fhe stage version of Aldous 
Huxley’s ‘Point Counter Point’’ in 
London. 

On the stage Miss “ Colette O’Niel ”’ 
has had a very successful career. It is 
only a short time since she returned from 
South Africa, where she toured with Miss 
Sybil Thorndike’s company in a series of 
contemporary plays, and now she is tour- 
ing with Sir Frank Benson's company in 
Shakespearian and English comedy reper- 
tory. She has done a considerable amount 
of writing, as a journalist mainly, and at 
yresent is engaged upon a novel which she 
boots to have ready for the. press this 
year. 


High Jinks in Belfast,

Harbingers of Spring 
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Montessori Teaching. 


I was much interested, writes a friend, 
in an account given to me by Mrs. 
Kleonora Gibbon, Montessori representa- 
tive for Ireland, of thif method of teach- 
ing young children as practised in three 
schools in Waterford during the past ten 
vears Mme. Montessori’s system is base 
ata « on her discovery that 

children up to the 

age of seven years 

‘can best be taught by 

bringing them into 

contact with con- 
crete facts instead of 
mere descriptions of 
the facts. Certain 
se apparatus i s pro- 
vided by which the 
children become 
* familiar with simple 
ae Seas objects through the 
Mrs. Exeonora sense of touch, and 
G LBBON, afterwards they are 
eradually brought 
recognise colour and the dimensions 
yeometrical figures. The next step is 
draw these figures, and drawing leads 
writing and reading. When any part of 
the apparatus is thoroughly known, it is 
discarded and does not appear in the 
system again. 

Perhaps, the most important part of 
the method is that the children are 
allowed to make their oWn discoveries, the 
teacher merely acting as an observer who 
may make suggestions, but does not try 
to force results. Thus the child learns to 
make use of its environment in the same 
way in which the human race acquired the 
knowledge. It is claimed that the co- 
ordination of hand and eye obtained in 
this manner forms the basis of proficiency 
in many directions, and the Governments 
of Italy and Holland have recognised the 
advantages of the method by making it 
part of their State systems of education. 

Educational authorities, however, are 
chary of innovation. and the introduction 
of the system into the schools in Water- 
ford is entirely due to the energy and per- 
sistence of Mrs. Gibbon, who attended the 
first Montessori course in England m 
1919. \ime. Montessori herself visited the 
Waterford schools in June, 1927, and he. 
valuable advice was much appreciated by 
the teachers. The Roval Dublin Society 
gave a grant in 1928, which enabled Mrs. 
Gibbon. with the assistance of the 
Secretary and Committee of “ United 
Irishwomen ” to bring the children and 
teachers to the Spring Show, where they 
gave a very interesting demonstration.

Gabriel Beranger. 


During the year that has just passed | 
do not recollect having seen any reference 
to the fact that it marked the bi- 
centenary of Gabriel Beranger, the artist 
who made many sketches of Irish 
untiquities during the eighteenth century, 
and whose pictures show the appearance of 
many buildings which no longer exist. 
Beranger was born in Rotterdam in 1729, 
of French Huguenot parents, and. coming 
to Dublin in 175C, he sold prints and 
kept an artists’ supply shop for a while 
in South Great George's street, later 
obtaining the post of ledger clerk in the 
Exchequer Office. From 1773 to 1780 he 
jaade various tours throughout Ivrelan¢, 
and has Jeft very interesting manuscript 
accounts of his travels. These, together 
with a number of sketches, elevations, 
landscapes, written descriptions of ruias, 
came into the possession of Sir 
William Wilde. who wrote a memoir of 
Beranger, commenting on “ his accurate 
and beautiful work, which preserves with 
admirable fidelity the distinctive features 
of many Irish architectural remains.” 
Beranger died at his house in_ St. 
Stephen's Green in 1817, aged eightv- 
eight, and was buried in the French 
cemetery, Peter

summit he says:—‘‘ 1 take them to be 
altars on ‘vhich sacrifices were offered.’’ 
and he refers to the basins cut in the rock 
as if he considered that they were in- 
tended to hold the blood of the 
slaughtered victims. He adds that “' the 
extensive summit of this mountain, the 
parched ground and its solitude, make it 
the most awful spot I had ever seen.” 
The scientific description of the group 
of rocks from which the mountain takes 
its name, published in 1835 by the 
eminent archeologist, G. V. Du Nover, 
IR venerally held to be correct, however. 
He states definitely that ‘‘the remark- 
able-looking bosses are not perehed rocks, 
but the granite weathering in 
places, and is solely the result of 
long-continued atmospheric action—rain, 
frost and snow.’’ Mr. W. St. J. Joyee, 
commenting on Beranger’s awful impres- 
sions of the spot, remarks that this at- 
titude is quite usual with old writers, 
by whom mountains were usually regarded 
as objects of horror; for it is only in 
recent times that a perception of their 
beauty or grandeur has been evolved. 


Hockey Catch in a Blizzard.

“Ghe Belfast MC‘Crackens. 


_ The present depression in the linen 
industry brings to mind the time when 
cotton was manufactured quite exten- 
sively in Belfast. It is not generally 
known that the great Ulster hero, Henry 
Joy McCracken, and his relatives were 
directly responsible for the cotton 
industry in the North. -One of ‘the Joys, 
ancestors of the MceCrackens, was the 
first person to weave cotton in Ireland. 
Less than fifty years later almost 30.000 
people were employed in cotton mills. 
Always an enterprising man, Robert Joy 
saw the benefit from the cotton industry 
in North Britain, and accordingly he 
commenced business án Belfast in the old 
Poor House, with the co-operation of 
Thomas. McCabe. 

Captain John McCracken, Henry Joy's 
father, was the owner of the first cotton 
mill, which was situated near Smithfield, 
where he did a roaring trade. Mss. 
McCracken manufactured cambric in 
Millfield, where it was bleached in the 
Basin . Field. In James street Henry 
Joy's eldest brother had a sail cloth 
factory, while another brother ran a 
cotton mill in Donegall street. Mary 
McCracken, a sister, managed a business 
in High street, and a brother-in-law 
built up a mill at Clonard. As everybody 
knows, Henry Joy himself was respon- 
sible for much of the growth of the 
industry started by his ancestor, but, as 
time went on, the cotton trade died, and 
in 1875 the only mill left in Belfast was 
at Springfield, where the first steam 
engine ever used in the Northern capital 
was introduced,

A deputation representing fourteen 


Ontario cities interviewed representatives 


of the Government to-day and asked for 
Federal assistance in coping with seasonal 
unemployment. At present this burden is 
borne by the municipal authorities and 
is the result mainly of the influx into 
urban centres of immigrants brought out 
for agricultural work who have drifted 
into the cities without funds during the 
winter season. 

The suggestion is made that the cost of 
providing for these winter unemployed 
shall be defrayed to the extent of one- 
third each by the Federal, provincial and 
municipal authorities. Similar proposels 
have also been made from the Western 
Provinces, where acute seasonal unemploy- 
ment prevails. 


IMMIGRATION PROPAGANDA. 


The reply given by the Minister of 
Labour, Mr. Heenan, on behalf of the 
Government was. non-committal, but he 
agreed that a co-operative effort must be 
made to relieve any distress and restrict 
the flow of immigration according to the 
capacity of the Dominion to absorb labour. 

Mr. Heenan deprecated ‘‘ false pictures 
of the prosperity of Canada and undue 
immigration propaganda’’ by agencies, 
which has resulted in bringing thousands 
of immigrants who are not prepared for 
the inevitable winter seasonal unemploy- 
ment. 

‘The representatives ef the Federal 
Government intimated that every effort 
would be made to prevent a continuance 
of misleading advertisements and also to 
secure employment through a systematised 
continuation of all public works construc- 
tion throughout the Dominion,

IRISH DOCTOR SERIOUSLY 
WOUNDED, 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
TOWNSVILLE, QUEENSLAND, 
Tuesday. 

Two aborigines reached Rollingstone last 
night in a boat from Palm Island native 
settlement, some twenty miles off the 
Queensland coast, with a message of dis: 
tress. 

lt read :—‘‘We are in sore straits. Our 
rations are exhausted. The houses and 
office of the Superintendent and Acting 
Superintendent have been burned. Dr, C. 
Maitland Pattison has been shot through the 
thigh, and the matron seriously wounded in 
the neck. Immediate relief is required.’’ 

As soon as this call for help was received 
a launch carrying a medical officer, police, 
and provisions left Townsville for the scene 
of the tragedy. It returned later with Dr, 
Pattison and Mrs. Patterson, the matron of 
the settlement, in a serious condition. 

The officers also brought back the body of 
Superintendent R. M. Curry, who, it is 


alleged, ran amok on Sunday evening, and | 


after shooting several comrades and setting 


fire to buildings, left for an island nearby. | 


He returned yesterday and was shot dead 
on landing by an Aborigine. 

Among the ruins of Mr. Curry’s home were 
found the bodies of his daughter, aged 
twenty, and his ten years old son. 

It is believed that Mr. Curry, who had 
spent his iife among the Aborigines, worried 
over certain charges of ill-treating the 
natives, and it is thought that this unhinged 


1 his mind. 


NOTE.—Dr. C. R. Maitland Pattison, 
studied at Queen’s College, Cork, and the 
Royal College of Surgeons, Ireland, where 
he took several qualifications in surgery and 
medicine. He was Government medical 
officer of Palm Island, and at one time held 
an appointment on Fanborne Island. During 
the war Dr. Pattison served with the rank 
of captain in the Royal Air Force Medical 
Service.

FAIR RENTS.

‘The country was over-run, he 
said, with officialism. He admitted that the 
tents charged for subsidy houses in Porta- 
down were far too high, but supply and 
demand would ultimately regulate the rents. 
The motion was rejected by a large majority. 


NATIONAL ECONOMY. 

Lecturing on '“ Some Aspects of National 
Economy ' under the auspices of the County 
WICKLOW Carnegie Library Committee, Mr. 
Hanly, F.R.C.S.1., said that religion is an 
economic factor of the first degree, because 
its aim is to prevent or remove jsinful ex- 
cesses that are also economic diseases, while 
adherence to it tends to imeredse thrift, 
honesty and economy, which are all economic 
virtues. Complete incapacity on the part 
of a majority of our business people to ap- 
preciate the national aspect of business, he 
said, requires remedial measures. Co-opera- 
tion can be made a gigantic implement for 
national economic cultivation in Ireland, but 
it must be national. Where in other countries 
co-operation has made good it has developed 
round a national ideal. The country will 
prosper if nationality prospers; it will decay 
as long as we neglect nationality, 


COPYRIGHT MUSIC. 

When the Music Performing Rights 
Society, London, wrote to the STRABANE 
Urban District Council yesterday on the sub- 
ject of orchestras and hands playing copy- 
right music in the Strabane Town) Hall, and 
urging the Council to take out a licence in 
connection therewith, the Clerk said that he 
had replied to this, stating that it was a 
question between the Society and the pro- 
moters of the dances and entertainments. Jn 
reply, the Society pointed out that the Coun. 
cil had a certain responsibility by Act of 
Parliament. Replying to Mr. John Boyle, 
the Clerk said that this was different from 
the Bray case; for the Council did not own 
any of the orchestras or bands,. Mr. Cecil 
Russell said that it would appear they would 
have to pay £10 10s. for the licen¢e. Jt was 
stated that one of the Society’s men came 
round ove night and heard copyright music 
being played in the hall by a non-subscriber. 
The Chairman’s suggestion to refer the 
matter to the Council’s solicitor was adopted. 


BANN FLOODS. 
The Bann at PORTADOWN is 5ft. 8in. 
above summer level, and the houses in Marley 
street and a portion of the recently con- 
structed Pleasure Garden are flooded. In 
Derryall and other low-lying districts a num- 
ber of the residents have been obliged to 
leave their homes, and others are living under 
conditions which are causing considerable 
hardship and sufiering. The floods have not 
been so high for a period of thirty-five years. 


BELFAST HARBOUR TRAFFIC. 

The report sof the Harbour Master, which 
was presented at the meeting of the 
BELFAST Harbour Board yesterday, stated 
that 317 vessels arrived at the port in the 
period from January 19 to February 1 as 
follows :—Coastwise and cross-Channel, 294;

PRIEST’S DEATH. 

The death of the Rev. Thomas Rogers, 
P.P., BERAGH, has taken place after a long 
illness. Born in Lissan, Co. Derry, in 1866, 
he was a member of a family of fovrteen, 
only one of whom survives him—his brother, 
Mr, Peter Rogers, Lissan. He had a dis- 
tinguished course at the Diocesan Seminary, 
Armagh, and continued his studies at the 
Irish College, Paris, where he was ordained in 
1890.

At ARKLOW District Court a young man 
named: James Doyle, formerly residing at 
Wicklow terrace, Arklow, was returned for 
trial charged with unlawfully casing over a 
medal or some coin with intent to make it 
pass for a silver coin, with intent to defraud; 
with on July 24 last tendering to Thomas 
Byrne a com or medal, or piece of metal 
resembling a shilling and being of less value; 
that on January 28, 1930, at Main street. he 
did feloniously, with intent to defraud, alter 
a genuine coin, to wit, a farthing, with in- 
tent to make it pass for a silver coin; that 
on January 28 he did unlawfully, and with 
intent to defraud, tender to John Byrne a 
coin resembling 6d. and being of less value; 
that between the months of August, 1929, and 
January, 1930, he obtained from Christopher 
Byrne, 4 Wicklow terrace, Arklow. board 
and lodging to the value ef £20 by falsely re- 
presenting that he had.a sum of £17 in 
National Savings Certificates at Arklow Post 
Office.

The question of the House of Lords 


cannot be deferred much longer. . Nobody 
denies that its reform is necessary, but 
the British public has no correct idea 
of its debt to the Upper House. The 
Lords are regarded’ by the vulgar mind 
as a collection of effete peers, frequently 
dissolute and interspersed. here and 
there with the ponderous respectability 
of some reactionary Lord Broadacres, In 
theory, this conception of the House of 
Lords may be potentially tenable; 
practically, however, a very different state 
of affairs exists. Its legislation, in fact, 
is inspired not by the vapourings of un- 
gifted youths, accidentally reared in noble 
cradles, but by the most cultured and 
experienced legal brains that the country 
can produce, No other assembly in the 
world possesses a saner galaxy of talent 


a few at random—by such men as 
Lord Darling, Lord. Sankey, and the 
Marguises of Salisbury, Londonderry and 
Reading. Before such wisdom the fool, 
even if he is not silent, at least is 
negligible. We may deplore his presence 
and desire a measure that shall exclude 
him; yet we are convinced that the 
reduction of the House of Lords to 
impotence would be a hideous political 
blunder, In this instance it has given to 
Parliament and the people an opportunity 
to reconsider a bill that, however well- 
intentioned, is admitted by many to be 
ill-conceived. Lord Salisbury insisted upon 
a courageous exercise of the House’s 
functions; a new generation will realise 
that he was right. 


The Status of Slates. 


There was a significant little incident 
in the House of Commons yesterday, when 
the topic of discussion was Free State 
slates. Some months ago, it seems, the 
Secretary of State for Scotland sent 


a letter to the Glasgow Corporation, 
requesting that august body to use Scottish 


material in the carrying out of certain 
housing schemes.

annoyance of the Clydeside Labour 
members of the House of Commons, Mr. 
McKinlay, of Partick, drew the attention 
of the Secretary of State to the fact that 
Trish slates were receiving a preference 
in Glasgow, and alleged that the Corpora- 
tion’s offence was all the more heinous, 
in view of the fact that Scottish slates 
were no dearer, and were better in every 
way than the Free State products, The 
incident becomes important in view of the 
attitude which was adopted by the Scottish 
Secretary. Mr. Johnston said that he 
had seen a statement by the proprietors 
of the Killaloe slate quarry to the effect 
that they had received orders for 5,000 
tons of slates, to be delivered in Glasgow 
this year, and that he proposed to address 
a further communication to the Glasgow 
Corporation, pointing out that Scottish 
slates should be preferred, subject, of 
prices. He also 
expressed the opinion that Scottish 
slates better for ‘‘ weathering”’ 
than those from the Irish Free State. 
In itself, this matter is trifling. 
Possibly, Scottish slates are better than 
those from this country; we do not know. 
Indeed, the member from the Forest of 
Dean, who asserted that Welsh 
were better than either, may have hit the 
nail on the head. The point is, however, 
that slates from the Saorstát are regarded 
now ‘“‘foreign”’ goods across the

American Incomes. 


An analysis of the United States’ 
income tax returns for 1928, which was 
completed recently, reveals that the 
wealth of American citizens, upon the 
whole, has increased. It is notable, 
however, that the increase is confined 
almost entirely to the larger incomes. The 
taxable portion cf the national in- 
come amounted during that year to 
£6,852,600,000, of which £957,400,000 was 
profit on the sale of stock and bonds and 
real estate. No doubt, when the returns 
for 1929 are published this latter figure 
will be decreased in consequence of the 
“erash’’ on Wall street last year. 
America’s reputation as a land of 
millionaires is not justified completely. 
In all, only twenty-four persons had in- 
comes over £1,000,000; no more than 495 
Were assessed on a greater sum than 
£200,000. Actually, it is doubtful from 
these figures whether .the United States 
contains as many millionaires, in propor- 
tion to its extent, as Great Britain. In 


the consideration of America’s wealth we 


must reckon with the fundamental 
principle that an increase in a com- 


munity’s money involves a corresponding 


increase in prices. Wages are high across 


the Atlantic, but prices are nearly as high 


in proportion. Already complaints have 


heen .made by prominent American 
financiers that the enormous influx of 
European gold has disturbed the natural 


ent of finance so far that evil is 


more likely to come from it than good. 
It is not impossible that the present grave 


than that presented—to mention only | 


disorders of American finance are due to 
the recklessness inspired by an abnormal 
plenitude of money. ; Profits from specu- 
lation, according to the figures given In 
The Times, amounted, in 1928, to 10.35 
per cent, of the income reported by in- 
dividuals, whereas interest on ordinary 
investments amounted only to 7.25 per 
cent. Moreover, an unusual proportion 
of the large corporations revealed a deficit 
in their revenues.

Athletics in Canada. 


The programme of the British Empire 
Games, which will take place at Hamilton, 
Ontario, in August, will be similar to that 
of the Olympic Games. Contests will be 
held in the various branches of athletics— 
boxing, wrestling, Rugby and Association 
football. lawn tennis and bowling. & 
committee has been formed to ensure that 
Great Britain and Ireland shall be repre- 
sented adequately. The Amateur Athievic 
Association has decided to send a team to 
Canada, but it is realised that the cost of 
travelling will debar many notable athletes 
of the home countries. Mr. H. J. 
Barclay, Honoray Secretary of the Associa- 
tion, announces that an Empire Sports 
Federation is being formed, in order that 
British athletes may have an opportunity 
to return the visits of the Dominions. Phe 
Canadian authorities ere so anxious for 
the success of their enterprise that they 
have offered a contribution of £1,000 apiece 
to the governing athletic bodies of 
Australia, New Zealand and South 
Africa, as a partial provision towards 
travelling expenses. The cost for every 
competitor from those Dominions will be 
£160, whereas that for English and Irish 
athletes will be £60. The High Commis- 
sioner for the Irish Free State was among 
those present at a luncheon which was 
given in London in support of the project. 
We may hope that the reputation of Irish 
athletics will be extended by participation 
in the Canadian Games. . Incidentally, we 
may regret that the programme will not 
‘nclude all forms of athletics practised 
throughout the Empire. An unusual

BACK TO CIVILISATION? 

A good play needs ro epilogue, as good 
wine needs no bush. The audience at the 
Gaiety Theatre last night demanded the at- 
tendance of Sir Frank Benson before the cur- 
tain to point the moral, if not to speak the 
epilogue. ! 

“ An Indian chief at Toronto was having 
the delights of modern civilisation pointed 
out to him,” Sir Frank related, 
his guide had concluded the chief said: ‘I 
do not like what you call civilisation. It up- 
roots the trees, sullies the flowers, and 
banishes the song of the birds. So I will 
return to the prairie.” In Ireland there was 
still that love of, and close proximity to, 
nature that England had largely lost, but was 
endeavouring to recover. ‘ As You Like It’ 
was the England that had been lost and was 
now being rediscovered.’’ 

This little speech was made in response to 
the enthusiasm of an audience that made up 
in appreciative applause what it lacked in 
numbers. Probably the drenching rain was 
responsible for the deserted appearance of 
parts of the theatre, but a delightful per- 
formance more than compensated those who 
braved the elements to be present. 

From the murky, rain sodden streets to the 
sun-enlivened Forest of Arden was a trans- 
lation much'to be desired; and from the dull 
reality of a city street to the colourful fancy 
of Shakespeare’s most tomantic moods was 
an exercise in relativity that even Professor 
Einstein would have difficulty in explaining. 
So much of Touchstone anticipates what the 
learned German physicist startled the world 
with a few years ago that one wonders why 
the various speeds of time had not been noted 
since “ As You Like It’’ gave Rosalind the 
chance to point them out. And the degrees 
of lying! If Touchstone had only heen in- 
structed in the uses of statistics and ter- 
minological inexactitudes his catalogue would 
be exhaustively complete for the modern 


world, : 
DELIGHTFUL PEOPLE. 

Odd how this frolic in the Forest of Arden 
should suggest Einstein, but the point need 
not be pressed too far. Enough for any audi- 
ence that it has the chance to spend three hours 
in the company of some of Shakespeare’s most 
delightful people, and to hear beautifully- 
spoken some of his most fragrant verse. ‘The 
story does not matter in the least; even if 
the characters are all married off in the fifth 
act and even if there be a happy ending 
(now so generally despised in certain circles), 
it is possible to be entranced by the limpid 
verse and to be mildly interested in the 
groups of people. In Orlando and William, 
Adam and Audrey, Touchstone and Jaques, 
Silvius and Phoebe, Rosalind and Cela, are 
people who might have lived, but whose 
existence no one is compelled. to credit. 
They solve no social problems, but they do 
embroider life in a series of happy fantasies. 

Rosalind carries the burden of the tale. 
and Miss Ivy Des Voeux, in looks and 
gestures and speech, idealised one who was 
already an ideal. Her voice was admirably 
modulated and controlled, and so fascinating 
was her performance that many of the “ old 
men’’ in the audience would have wished 
her able to make good her words in the final 
lines. Truly, a delightful performance. 

SIR FRANK BENSON. 

Sir Frank Benson s Jaques was in his 
usual excellent style; one liked particulariy 
his “Al the world’s a stage," and under 
other conditions he would certainly have 
been ‘‘encored.””

The Labour members, though they have 
agreed to the proposals of the Govern 
ment in connection with the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Bill, are threatening 
reprisals when time and opportunity ser ;

The Coai Mines Bill. 


Mr. Llovd George must have been 
pleased to-day; for the Governmen 
agreed to fall in with his proposals that 
part one of the Coal Mines Bill shall be 
postponed until the Government has pro 
ceeded with those parts of the bill which 
deal with the reduction of miners’ hours 
and other objects. This is an arrange- 
ment which the Liberals have been press 
ing on the Government Whips for some 
time, since they object to the more disput- 
able clauses of the bill—those regarding 
the production, supply and marketing of 
coal. It is reported by the Government 
Whips that the agreement has been 
reached on the definite understanding 
that part one of the bill shall not be 
prejudiced. That, however, is not to say 
that Mr. Lloyd George will not insist 
upon considerable alterations before he 
accepts it. 


The Naval Conference. 


The heads of the naval delegations 
met at the Palace upon the conclusion of 
the meeting of the first Committee, and 
it is understood that they agreed that 
the conversations now initiated are likely 
to give good results, and are to continue, 
The heads of delegations are to meet to- 
morrow evening, when they will continue 
their discussions, aided by the work of 
the first Committee. It was rumoured to- 
day that the French have introduced 
modifications into the transactional! 
scheme, and, while these are not of any 
great importance, the fact that they have 
been introduced made it necessary that 
discussions should be, confined to them 
and not to the British compromise. It is 
possible that the changes may lead to 
alterations in the scheme prepared on 
behalf of the British. Taken all round, 
it was thought that the proceedings to- 
day showed a definite advance, though 
only of a minor character. In response 
to the assertion that the French are domi- 
nating the Conference, it was said to-day 
that they are anxious to be forward for 
the sake of everybody. 


A Thames Tunnel. 


A bill for the construction of a tunnel 
under the Thames, to connect Dartford 
and Purfleet, promotedby the Kent and 
Essex County Councils, comes up for its 
second reading to-morrow, but its fate 
has been rendered uncertain owing to an 
objection by the Port of London Authority. 
According to the Authority, the proposed 
tunnel is not deep enough, and would be 
a probable menace to shipping of the 
future, when ships of much greater size 
than at present may be constructed. The 
plans for the tunnel were under dis- 
cussion to-day, and representations were 
made to the Ministry. of Transport, urging 
that the tunnel should be constructed at 
a lower level in order that the river may 
be made deeper, when necessary, to allow 
for the passage of vessels of a larger type. 


The Grand Mufti. 


London is to receive one of the most 
important figures in Islam shortiv in the 
person of Ha} (min al Hussein! the 
Grand Mufti of Jerusalem, who is coming 
as one of the delegates from the Arabs of 
Palestine, in the hope of being here when 
the report of the Palestine Commission is 
published. Haj Amin al Husseini is re- 
yarded very differently by the Zionists 
and the Moslems; for by the former he is 
looked upon as the man most, responsible 
for the disturbances of last August, while 
the Moslems consider him .the watchful 
and unwearying defender of their rights 
against the Zionist aggression. 


The Economic Council. 


The Evening Standard points out to- 
day that there should be a speeding-up of 
the movements officially planned for assist- 
ing trade. The Economic Advisory 
(Council should be more clearly defined. 
This body absorbs the Committee of 
Civil Research, What is desirable is 
knowledge how far its decisions 
will weigh with the Board of Trade. 
After all, at present the latter body is, 
day by day, watching trade questions. 
Will the new body have power to impose 
policy on the department or not? 
Another matter of a different character 
which should be more definitely explained 
is the function of the company formed 
under the auspices of the Bank of Encg- 
land — Securities Management ‘Trust. 
What part is this concern to play in bring- 
ing in the industrial awakening? An 
additional importance attaches to questions 
about the latter, because one of the “ Bic 
Five ' banking chairmen has suggested 
that it could play an important part i> 
resard to the financing of industrial re- 
organisation.

SUPPLIES FROM AMERICA. 

In the course of the Ministerial reply 
it was stated that the Minister was going 
into the whole matter to see what could 
be done. Potato growers in Scotland and 
Englane, as well -as in Ireland, par- 
ticularly the North, were suffering through 
being unable to dispose of their crop. 
Canada was suffering from a shortage, 
but they were getting their supplies from 
America. and the Canadian merchants 
appeared to fear that, if orders being sent 
to America were diverted on any future 
oceasion when there was a shortage, they 
would be unable to get supplies. 

Representations had been made to the 
Canadian Government, and the Minister 
of Agriculture would continue to do all 
he possibly could to get the Canadian ports 
open both for Irish and Fnglish potatoes. 

However, it was emphasised that the 
arrangements which had been made be- 
tween America and Canada created a. very 
considerable difficulty. 

The deputation thanked the Minister for 
his reception, and, having already assured 
themselves of the co-operation of Lord 
l’assfield (Secretary for the Dominions), 
they entertain some hope of something 
being done. 

At a meeting of the Conservative Agri- 
cultural Committee of the House of Com- 
mons, held to-day, it was pointed out 
that the surplus of potatoes in the country 
for which no market could be found was 
to-day the burning question with agricul- 
turists. The members of Parliament con- 
nected with this committee are also to 
exercise pressure to see what can be done 
in the matter.

BAN ON FOREIGN IMPORTS 
SUGGESTED. 

Mr. James Blindell, M.P. for 
Holland-with-Boston Division, and Cap- 
tain E. J. Morris, President of the 
National Farmers’ Union, yesterday 
appeared on the same platform at Spald- 
ing, Lincolnshire, and, in the. presence of 
a large gathering of farmers, discussed 
the potato question. 

Recently two conferences were held at 
Spalding, and the outcome was the forma- 
tion of a new organisation to help the 
potato industry, but the National 
farmers’ Union declined to nominate 
representatives to sit on the new body. 

The President of the Union said that 
the trouble in the potato industry was 
the surplus crop, which, to some extent, 
was due to foreign imports. He suggested 
that new potatoes coming from abroad 
should be held up for two months, which 
would do more to solve the trouble than 
anvthing else. 

Mr. Blindell claimed that they were just 
beginning to derive benefit from their 
advertising campaign, and he urged the 
iiportance of growers helping themselves. 
If they waited until the Government put 
the industry right, he was afraid they 
would wait until doomsday.

approved the proposed expenditure.

It is possible that the difficulty of find- 
ing the rightful owner is increased by the 
fact that the first week in July was at 
the height of the tourist season, when 
hundreds of visitors to this country pass 
through the city on their way to and from 
Queenstown. In addition, there was 
a large influx in connection with the 
Catholic Emancipation centenary celebra- 
tions in Cork, which took place here at 
that time. 

An extraordinary feature of the affair 
is that no apparent effort has been made 
by the owner to recover his property. He 
has not advertised his loss, nor has anv 
notification been received by the Civic 
Guards.

Almost her very first action after finding 
the money was to advertise the fact at her 
own expense, and when she received no 
reply she sought the advice of one of the 
local bank managers. Acting on his in- 
structions, the entire sum was placed on 
deposit in a bank, where it still lies intact 
and unclaimed. 


SIX PEOPLE WHO LOST £40 EACH. 

Since that time advertisements have 
been regularly inserted in the local news- 
papers by the woman, and, with her 
solicitor’s assistance, a final effort is now 
being made to trace the ownership, íor 
after all reasonable attempts have proved 
unavailing the money will become her own 
property. 

“ We have been inundated with letters 
from people who Jost money in Cork at 
that time,” said Mr. Donegan to ime 
to-day. “ They all seem genuine cases, 
and the fact that six of the. applicants 
had each lost £40 gives one an indication 
of the amount of money lost. As a matter 
of fact, the firm have had to get printed 
a iarge number oí stereotyped replies, in- 
forming correspondents that the actual 
amount found is far in excess of the sums 
they are seeking. 


LADY WHO LOST £1,000. 

“ This gave rise to an amusing situa- 
tion in the case of one lady, who had 
omitted to mention the amount that she 
had lost. In her second letter she called 
attention to this omission, and informed 
us that there was no reason for the state- 
ment in the circular, as she had actually

U.S. EDITOR’S PUBLICATION

Mr. G. D. Eaton, editor of the magazine 
Plain Talk, has announced that he is 
bringing an action against Mr. Bernard 
Shaw because Mr. Shaw’s objections to 
the publication of certain of his personal 
letters has caused the magazine to lose 
nine pounds an hour for an as yet un- 
determined number of hours. | 

The letters were written to Mr. Bernard 
Shaw’s European agent, Herr Siegfried 
Trebitsch, of Vienna, about thirty years 
ago. Some are published in the current 
issue of Plain Talk and the rest will 
appear in the March issue. 

According to a statement by Mr. Eaton, 
Mr. Bernard Shaw cabled to his American 
lawyers giving instructions that Plain 
Talk should be restrained from publishing 
the remaining letters. When Mr. Eaton 
wax informed of this on Saturday he 
ordered the printer to stop the impression 
of the March number. Later, however, he 
gave instructions that the presses should 
be started again. The stoppage, it is 
alleged, had cost £9 an hour.

LONDON-INDIA MAIL 
PROBLEM.

PARIS, Tuesday. 

Replying to critics, during the debate 
in the Chamber on the Air Ministry esti- 
mates this evening, the Minister M. 
Laurent Eynac, vigorously defended tise 
policy of the Air Ministry. 

Rome was not built in a day, he 
declared, and the Ministry was a hew 
creation. The Ministry was fully alive 
to the needs and defects of the existing 
services, military and commercial; but, 
taken as a whole»those services were well 
holding their own in comparison with 
other countries. The Ministry's motto 
was ‘‘ Forge Ahead ’’ in construction, 

A GUARANTEE OF PROGRESS, 

M. Laurent Eynac admitted the re- 
markable results attained in other coun- 
tries, but contended that great improve- 
ments had also been introduced into the 
French machines. Four times more 
money was spent on research than pre- 
viously, and a group of new types of 
every sort of aeroplane was being brought 
out. In any case, superiority in aero- 
plane construction as between ; the 
different countries was ephemeral. The 
great thing was to be always ‘‘on the 
Job.” 

An aeronautical institute and aero- 
nautical professorship had been founded. 
That was less brilliant than a long- 
distance flight, but it was a guarantee of 


progress. 


BRITAIN’S LOW ACCIDENT RATE. 

As for famous “ records,” the public 
were unreasonable. When France did not 
win there were complaints. When she 
won, the event was said to be of no 
importance. 

The Minister agreed that everything 
must, and would, be done to diminish 
risks in flying. 1929 had been rather 
better than 1928 in the matter of acci- 
dents.

POSTAL SURCHARGE 
TOO HEAVY, 


SAID TO BE CRIPPLING THE 
INDIAN AIR MAIL, 
From “ Tue Times ’’ CORRESPONDENT, 
BOMBAY, Tuesday. 

Imperial Airways have issued a state- 
ment about the air mail showing that 
since the beginning of the air service 
between London and Karachi there has 
been a steady increase in the weight of the 
mail carried outward, while the weight of 
the homeward mail has considerably 
decreased. 

The Airways conclude that one great 
deterrent to the more frequent use of the 
air mail by people in India is the heavy 
surcharge for each letter. The British 
Post Office receives on each letter: a 
minimum surcharge of fivepence and the 
Indian Post Cffiice receives a minimum 
surcharge of six annas (sixpence three- 
farthings). 


“ UNREASONABLY HIGH CHARGES.” 
The difference does not appear great, 
but the Airways publish authoritative 
figures showing that the Indian Post 
Office receives a profit of more than ten 
times that of the British Post Office. 

If these unreasonakly high charges were 
reduced it is declared that the proposed 
service between Bombay and Karachi, fer 
which no additional charge will be made, 
will receive more than the necessary sup- 
port to make the v»nture successful. 


BRITISH ’PLANES REACH 
NORTH AFRICA,

CHINA’S DEMAND. .TO

Mr. Ito, the Japanese delegate, ex- 
patiated on what the Japanese Govern- 
ment, in the face of great practical 
difficulties. had done to put down this 
illicit traffic, and said that those efforts 
would be vigorously followed up. | 

The Chinese delegate, Mr. Woo Kai- 
seng. said that there was a very bad state 
of things in the Far East. He repeated 
the appeal on behalf of China for the 
restriction of the manufacture«f nareoties 
to medica] and scientific requirements. 
The Chinese people wanted to be delivered 
from the scourge of narcotics. _ He called 
for the publication of all information re- 
garding illicit traffic in the hands of the 
Governments represented. | 

Sir John Campbell said that, if The 
Hague and Geneva Conventions were 
conscientiously enforced, the narcotics 
problem would be settled auickly, The 
Opium Commission was no’ responsible 
for the present state of things, which de- 
pended on the Governments, :

MINE. SHAFT TO. BE 
PUMPED OUT. 


IMPORTANT POLICE

N Friday, when the ten persons 
who are in custody on the eapital 
charge, including two members of the 
Civic Guards, in connection with the dis- 
appearance of Laurence Griffin, the 
County Waterford postman, who vanished 
on Christmas Day, are brought up in the 
Waterford District Court, it is believed 
that some light will be thrown on the 
strange affair. i 

'The Civic Guards now are working with 
feverish activity, and are firmly convinced 
that an early solution of the mystery is 
at hand, The affair has taken so many 
surprising turns of late that it is no 
cause for wonder that the imaginations 
of the people of the county and the 
country generally have been stirred to a 
greater extent than is usual in cases of 
mysterious happenings. 

A THEORY. 

Many theories have been adduced, and 
speculation is rife locally in an effort to 
explain away the fate of the postman, A 
theory that is entertained by many 
suggests that a quarrel probably took 
place among a number of persons and 
that Griffin’s body, in a moment of panic, 
was consigned to one or other of the 
shafts of the derelict Bonmahon copper 
mines. 

Manv factors have united to hamper 
the authorities in their efforts to clear 
up the situation, and, coupled with these, 
the intensive searches carried out in the 
mine shafts and bogs have yielded no 


} tangible result. 


GUARDS’ BELIEF. 

Attention at the moment is being con 
centrated on the mine shaft at Ballina- 
sisla ; for it is here the Guards, rightly 
or wrongly, are convinced that the body 
of Griffin will be found. Dragging opera- 
tions have proved abortive, and now it 
is understood that a pumping plant will 
be brought down from Dublin as soon as 
possible. The shaft then will be pumped 
dry and thoroughly inspected. It appears 
that. contrary to reports, none of the 
galleries of the shaft runs down to the sea. 
The shaft contains fresh water fed by the 
rain and by underground springs. 

A CONFERENCE. i 
O’Duffy is directing invest!- 
gations. He visited Ballinasisla in 
company with Chief Superintendent 
O’Meara yesterday, and, after pursuing 
certain inquiries in the Stradbally-district. 
he returned to Waterford and was engaged 
until late in the evening at what was re- 
‘garded as an important police conference.

Meanwhile the further mystery of James 
Fitzgerald, labourer,of Knockroner Cottage, 
Stradbally, who disappeared over 'a week 
ago, has not been lost sight of, and rumour 
is insistent in linking up the two happen- 
ings; and, as already hinted, it is 
believed that the police are not unaware 
of his whereabouts. 

The object that was seen by a farmer 
floating in Carroll’s Cross quarry, near 
Stradbally, last Monday, has proved to be 
the body of a sheep, and the Civic Guards 
at the spot have given up dragging opera- 
tions.

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THIP THROUGH SOUTHERN 
RHODESIA.

A big demonstration took place this 
evening at Umtali, where the Prince of 
Wales’s train stopped for half-an-hour on 
the journey from Salisburv. It was the 
largest. crowd to greet the Prince since he 
left Cape Town, hundreds lining the em- 
bankment near the station and raising 
rousing cheers as His Royal Highness 
descended to meet the local dignitaries.

“THREE days only remain in which to 

raise the balance of the Guarantee 
Fund for the Irish International Grand 
Prix Motor Races, which have. been 
provisionally fixed to take place at 
the Penix Park, Dublin, on the 18th 
and 19th of next July. 

Guarantee Fund has now reached 
about £13,000; but, if the races are 
to be held, the required total cf 
£15,000 must be in the hands of the 
Organising Committee by Friday. 

So far the contributions te the 
Guarantee Fund have been sdtisfactory. 
Sums ranging from £1 to £1,000 have been 
guaranteed by private persons and busi- 
ness firms. There must, however, be 
hundreds of people who intend to con- 
tribute put who have put off doing so 
up to the present. It is with these that 
the question whether the races are te 
be held or abandoned now rests. 


A DECISION ON FRIDAY. 

The Organising Committee wil! meet in 
Dublin on Friday to take a decision on 
this vital point. It would, indeed, be 
unfortunate if, for lack of the requisite 
balance of £2,000—surely a very small 
sum to raise in a big city like Dublin—the 
Committee should find itself faced with 
making the unpleasant decision of allowmg 
this year’s Grand Prix Races to fall 
through. 

Nobody denies that the races are 
assured of success. Last year they were 
in the experimental stage only, and the 
deficit, which has since been met by the 
Free State Government, was only £3,000. 

The Organising Committee is convinced 
that, if the attendance at this year’s races 
is as larue as that of last vear’s, the 
event will be a financial success. | 

The gain to the community from the 
races should also be considered by intend- 
ing guarantors. As was proved last July, 
the hotels. cinemas, theatres, shopkeepers 
and traders will profit largely by the 
races, 

Inquiries from prospective entrants ar 
coming in from Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Italy, the United States and 
Canada, and on this point success is 
certain. . 

This year guarantors will be given 
mai privileges. It has been decided 
that all guarantors shall be admitted to 
the course free on both days of the races 
and on the days when practice runs take 
place. : 

Virtually all of the guarantors of last 
year’s races have renewed their guarantee 
subscriptions, and it remains for sufficient 
new guarantors quickly to come forward 


to complete the £15,000.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT OF 
COMPANY LAWS, 

Several questions arising out of the 
recent prosecution of company directors 
and addressed to the President of the 
Board of Trade, appeared on the parlia- 
mentary paper vesterday, 

Mr. A. M. Samuel (Farnham, Con- 
sérvative) asked the Minister if he could 
see his wav to amend the Companies Act 
of 1929 so as to placé the transfer 
machinery and registration of securities 
of a public company beyond the control of 
the relative company’s board officers. He 
further asked whether the Minister would 
introduce an amendment to the Act 
designed in general to reduce the possi- 
bilitv of fraud in methods connected with 
the issuing of temporary documents repre- 
senting value, and, in particular, with the 
object of shortening the interval now 
allowed between the date of issue of allot- 
ment letters and the issue of temporary 
scrip, and the date of the exchange of 
allotment letters, or scrip, into securities 
in final form. 


REGISTRARS. 

Mr. Frank Owen (Hereford, Liberal) 
suggested amending the Act so as to make 
it legal for companies to appoint inde- 
pendent parties, such as professional 
accountants, as registrars, and for this 
purpose to have the registration of members 
kept at the offices of the accountant con- 
cerned.

“THE RUSSIAN. 
PEASANT. 


STALIN’S FINAL 
OFFENSIVE. 


-“ 


The -Times of to-day ine a leading 
article says:—-There can be no more doudt 
that Stalin, the Georgian dictator oí the 
Soviet Union, has committed his party to 
what its orgaus deseribe as a “ final ” 
offensive against the vast non-Communist 
majority of the Russian people. This 
campaign is being pressed with a fanatica 
brutality, which reealls the hideous ex- 
cesses of the Russian civil war. Yesterday 
a message from Riga gave the tragic news 
thai 300 prisoners had heen shot by the 
political police, for no other reason than 
that thev had served their country as 
naval officers under the old régime, and 
were, therefore, suspected of -opinions 
hostile to Communism. Nor is this 
massacre the only evidence of the revival 
of the Red terror, nor are the hapless 
survivors of the former upper and middls 
classes the principal sufferers. Stalin and 
his followers have resolved at all costs to 
convert the huge peasant majority from 
small-holders into servile tenants. With 
this aim they have struck their heaviest 
blows. against the hated Kulaks—those 
tussian peasants, whose possession of 
three or more cows and the few acres that 
support their beasts, ranks them in Com- 
munist eyes as rural capitalists and 
enemies of the proletariat. . 

Krom the Communist point of view-— 
and in Russia government is the 
monopoly of the Communist Party—there 
| theoretical instifieaticn for the 
attack on the prosperous peasants. More- 
over, recent peasant Congresses. though 
packed by Communist nominees, have 
shown that a critical spirit is growmg im 
the villages. With the wider diffusion 
of literacy and of a modest prosperity 
this spirit. might become constructive, 
might blasphemously suggest alternatives 
to the Marxian social system. In any 
ease, the successful peasants were an 
offence to Communist zealots, and a bad 
example to the rustic youth, Moreover, 
they were rivals to the Communist State 
farms. At times some risked execution 
and killed the informers whom the 
Soviets post in every. village, while others 
sought to oppose official candidates in 
elections to the rural Soviets. Since 
Lenin their increasing influence and their 
disinclination to become atheists or 
Marxians have faeed. the Communist 
leaders with a problem which has become 
a political issue of the first magnitude. 

THE ADROIT STALIN. 

Lenin himself was forced by their 
passive resistance and by the growing dis- 
content of the Red Army, which Trotsky 
subsequently disclosed in his attack on 
Stalin, to turn to the ‘“‘ new economic 
poliey,’’ to give a limited encouragement 
to.the private trader, and to allow the 
Kulak to accumulate reserves and to sell 
his produce for a time in the open market. 
After his death the Right Wing favoured 
the continuance of this policy, while the 
Left demanded a return to pure Com- 
munism. Stalin, adroitly made use of 
these differences to chastise both 
Leit and Right, while he  under- 
mined the position of the richer 
peasants. His: method of attack was 
based upon the substitution of mechanised 
for individual agriculture—that is 
by the creation of “ collective farms,” in 
which the owners of less than three cows 
are to pool their live-stock, and which 
they will cultivate with tractors under 
the direction of experts. But though 
great numbers of the poorer peasants 
have been persuaded or driven into these 
farms during the past twelve months, the 
progress made has been slow, and Stalin 
has now resolved to strike terror into all 
dissidents, and to ruin the more pros- 
perous cultivators by evicting them from 
their holdings and by seizing their 
capital for the benefit of the State. 

Outside Russia, concludes The Times. 
these mass evictions and the compulsory 
introduction of .collective farming can 
only make a deep and painful impression. 
The consequences of the attempt to force 
the small-holder along the road that leads 
to serfdom will be awaited everywhere 
with the keenest interest and apprehen- 
sion. For now, at last. the imposture is 
palpable, and the so-called Workers’ and 
Peasants’ Republic is revealed as an 
oligarchy of fanatical theorists, sup- 
ported, perhaps, by the urban workmen, 
but imposing a ruthless tyranny on

FRENCH AND BRITISH 
CLASSIFICATIONS. 

It is assumed, says TVhe Times, that 
another plenary meeting of the Conference 
may be held during the present week, though 
one difficulty in the way is that so far only 
the British and the French delegations have 
submitted definite proposals in writing for 
arriving at a compromise on the method of 
ascertaining naval tonnage. 

The French classification of categories is 
as follows :— 

Class A—-Vessels the individual standard 
displacement of which exceeds 10,000 tons, or 
with guns of more than 8in.  (203mm.) 
cal bre, 

Class B—Light surface vessels, with guns 
exceeding 6in. (155mm.) in calibre. 

Class C-—-Light surface vessels whose guns 
do not exceed 6in. (155mm.) calibre. 

Class D—Submarines. 

Class E—~Aircraft carriers, 

Class F--Special vessels—-Minelayers, train- 
ing ships, aircraft transport, ete. 

Tht British categories are :— 

1—Capital ships. 

2—Aircraft carriers. 

5—Cruisers (a) carrving guns of Bin. 
calibre, {b) carrying guns of 6in. or smaller 
calibre. 

4—Destroyers. 

5—Submarines. 

While there is no desire to create more 
categories than is absolutely necessary, there 
is a feeling in some quarters that a 
modification may have to be made to meet 
the special case of the French destroyer 
leaders, Great Britain would probably be 
prepared to limit its destroyer class to vessels 
with a tonnage of not more than about 1,950. 
but the French destrover leaders may be of 
any displacement up to 3,000 tons, The fact 
that the British cruiser category is 
divided into “A” cruisers, with 8in. gans, 
and ‘‘ B” crawers with guns of 6in. ov 
smaller calibre, is taken to mean that the 
British Government. is. prepared, ií satis- 
factory results. are obtained from the 
Conference, to scrap the cruisers of the 
Hawkins class, which carry 7.5in, guns. 


35,000 ON STRIKE IN

Maedonald entered the 
Chamber almost unnoticed while a 
division was in progress. He was hold- 
ing a sheaf of documents, and sat for a 
time chatting excitedly to. Miss Margare' 
Bondfield and Mr. J. H. Thomas. Ti, 
broke off suddenly and sat for some 
seconds with his head bowed. and his 
hands clutched tightly between his knees. 
As he rose to make his statement, loud 
cheers, which lasted several seconds, came 
from the benches behind him. 

Not much need be said at this stage in 
this controversy, began Mr. Macdonald ; 
but what is said must be perfectly plain. 
(Ministerial cheers.) You, Mr. Speaker, 
when the bill came back amended in the 
first instance, announced that certain of 
the amendments were privileged. The 
House, in the exercise of its judgment, 
did what it always has done in like cir- 
cumstances: it selected certain of them, 
in regard to which it decided to waive its 
privilege. As regards others, it decided 
to do no stich thing. One of them was 
an interference on the part of the Lords 
with our rights to determine how the 
money of the country should be spent. 
(Hear, hear.) The House, by a satisfac- 
tory majority, decided not to waive its 
privilege in that regard, but to send the 
bill back with the Lords’ amendment 
deleted. 

The usual thing, almost without excep- 
tion, is that when that is done. the House 
of Lords agrees to waive the whole thing. 
To-night we are informed that the House 
of Lords, so long as there is a Labour 
Government in office (Opposition cries of 
“ No,” and loud Ministerial cheers), is 
to regard none of our privileges, but is 
to sit and criticise our bills as-a sub- 
committee of the Tory Party. (Ministerial 
cheers and Opposition cries of dissent. ) 
We take note of that. 


IN A FIX. 

I admit that the decision of the House 
of Lords has put the Government in a fix. 
Tf it was meant to do so, then I give them 
the great satisfaction of admitting that 
they have succeeded. If we were to drop 
the bill and pass it into the category of 
bills awaiting the operation of the Parlie- 
ment Act, the finance of unemployment 
would be completely bankrupt, and in the 
course of ten or fourteen davs there wou!d 
be no money in the fund from which to 
pay unemployment benefit. 

I know that members opposite do not 
agree with the Government in regarding 
the benefits of the bill as benefits, But 
in a matter of privilege it is not a question 
of whether they agree with us in sub- 
stance or not. Our contention is that, so 
long as the privilege of the House of 
Commons is legitimately used, it must be 
regarded. (Cheers. ) lf they had 
suspended the bill in this way all the 
benefits contained in it would have been 
obliterated. The harsh treatment of which 
they had complained for years—(Opposi- 
tion cries of “Oh,” and Ministerial 
cheers)—would have been re-established. 
(Renewed cheers.) ‘The obnoxious Act, 
with its fourth statutory condition, would 
have remained in force.

DEFEAT OF LORDS’ LIMIT. 

_ Moreover, the amendment imposes a time 
limit which is finished before certain im- 
portaat i made by this bill have 
come into operation, For instance, the 
Lords’ amendment relating to yéung 
persons cannot come into « on until 
ist April next year. This bill, becoming 
an Act of Parliament with the Lords’ 
amendment upon it, will cease to be in 
existence one day before the provision of 
this section comes into force, The Govern- 
ment’s proposal, therefore, is that the 
time should be changed from March, 1931, 
to 50th June, 1933. 

That gives sufficient time for the 
‘administrative and adjudicating machinery 
‘involved to come fully into operaton. It 
gives. time for the Act to be treated as a 
reasonable ‘experiment, whether its pro- 
visions a-a wise or foolish. At the end 
of three years the Public Assistance Com- 
mittees will have shown what they can do. 
The process of rationalisation will have 
got through its preliminary period, and a 
clearer view will be possibie of the staple 
industries of the country. 

In short, experience will have been 
gained of the working of the new Act, and 
if revision proves to be necessary it can 
be undertaken in a calm and clear 
atmosphere... For these reasons—for the 
double reason—first of all, in defence of 
the privileges of this House, and, secondly, 
so that when the Act is passed, it will he 
a piece of practical fegislation—useful, 
‘practical legislation—I beg to move the 
resolution I have just mentioned. 

A WORD FOR THE LORDS. 

Mr. Churchill. who was received with 
cheers and laughter, said that in the main 
the Opposition commended the course 
which the Government had decided upon. 
They had taken a much wiser, sounder 
attitude than that customarily adopted ly 
the Foreign Secretary or the Attorney- 
General, who had endeavoured to rule out 
the other Chamber from all share in public 
affairs. The Prime Minister had said 
that a Labour Government could never 
expect to receive. fair. plav—(Ministerial 
cheers)—had ever a minority party been 
treated with more generosity? (Cheers an | 
laughter.) If they had not been a Labour 
Party their numerical position would 
never have entitled.them to rule and sway 
and guide the country—contrary, he 
thought, in many cases to the majority of 
the people—throuzh so many important 
events. 

Under the Parliamentary Act the House of 
Lords had the right. if they chose, to reject 
this bill. That Act intended that the Upper 
Hiouse should possess a bargaining power, 
giving them a charter under its limiting 
powers. ‘* Therefore,”’ he added, ‘‘ we have 
entered upon a new era, and I hope a much 
more satisfactory era, in which the House 
of Lords is intended to make a real and 
active use of its limited powers, in order to 
révise legislation and bring a new element 
into the discussions of this House. 


QUESTION OF PRESTIGE. 

Continuing, he contended that no measure 
had been. more injurious to the Government’s 
prestige than this. All over the world, he 
said, 1t. is wrongly believed that this country 
is done up. It is believed that we have, by 
pursuing a system of compassionate policies, 
sapped ihe strength, virility, and _ self- 
reliance of our working classes. When | 
was in the United States. at the same 
time as ‘the Prime Minister, friends 
of England on every side came up and said. 
“Do you think the new Labour Government 
will have the courage to sweep away the 
dole?’ (Loud laughter.) One had to 
explain, of course, our great, elaborate 
system of unemployment insurance, which 

is not understood abroad. (Hear, hear.) 
Nothing has reinforced all that stream of 
dispargement of this country so much as some 
of the provisions for which the Attorney- 
General ‘took the resnonsi »ilily, in regard to 
genuinely seeking work. The decisions em-. 
bodied m the Bill did not represent those 
that would be put forward by legislators who 
were preceeding in an absolutely calm and un- 
influenced stmesphere. This was eminently 
a case for collaboration between . the

COAL MINES BILL. 


PART ONE POSTPONED. 


Before the House went into Committee 
on the Coal Mines Bill, the Speaker sum- 
marily disposed of two instructions on the 
Order Paper by ruling that they were out 
of order, in that they involved a fresh 
financial charge. 

The first instruction stood in the name of 
Mr. Lloyd George, and it proposed that the 
Committee should be empowered to consider 
clauses providing for the acquisition of coal 
royalties and way-leaves; the second, for 
which the Left Wing of the Labour Party was 
responsible, proposed that the Committee 
transfer of the ownership of coal mines and 
the connected industries, as well as mineral 
rights, to a public authority constituted for 
the purpose. 


MR. GRAHAM'S REASONS. 

The House then resolved itself into Com- 
mittee, and Mr. Graham, in accordance with 
the arrangement arrived at “with the Liberal 
Party, moved to postpone the consideration 
of Part 1 of the bill, which deals with the 
production, sale, and supply of coal, until 
alter the new clauses have been disposed of. 
His own view was that it would have been 
easier in some respects to have begun with 
the marketing proposals, but a strong case 
had been made out for their postponement, 
and as this was a controversial bill, which 
afforded ample room for division of opinion, 
he saw no reason to objeet to the course now 
proposed. 

In a matter of (this kind, relat- 
ing to a great industry which had 
passed through difficult times, and was still 
exposed to great risks in the markets at home 
and abread, Parliament had everything to 
gain by approaching the question in a con- 
structive spirit, and as far as possible setting 
aside party prejudices. The Government 
were convinced that Part I., substantially in 
its present form, was required, but they were 
well aware that any~ proposal which meant 
the advocating of a quota, or ration, raised 
very large problems... The fear was that the 
quota arrangement would give a fresh and 
undeserved lease of life to the weak and in- 
efficient units, and this was not in the 
national interest. (Cheers.) One advantage 
in postponing Clause I. was that they could 
apply their minds to that rostion. 

MR. BALDWIN’S ATTITUDE. 

Mr. Baldwin sympathised with the situa- 
tion in which the Government were placed, 
and said that he would come to their rescue 
by moving the adjournment of the debate, in 
order that doubtful points might be cleared 
up. The difticulty was that the Conservative 
Varty had put down amendments to part oue, 
but not to subsequent. clauses, which were 
not expected to be reached for some time. 
He considered: that they had very good 
ground for complaining that the Govern- 
ment’s intentions in the matter were. not 
base upon the paper before that morning. 
ie wondered if it was true that the Govern- 
ment had created a precedent by not asking 
Mr. Lloyd George to come and see them, but 
rather going to see him? (Opposition. cheers.) 

Mr. Lieyd George argued that the course 
proposed by the Government was a logical 
one. There was hope that something could 
be done to get an agreed bill through in the 
interests of all concerned. As to the question 
put by Mr. Baldwin, he might say that he 
invited Mr. Graham to see him, and he was 
obliged to him for suiting his convenience. 
(Laughter. ) 

Sir P. Cunliffe-Lister said that Mr. 
Graham had capitulated to the Liberals, but 
he was. not sure that the Right Hon. 
gentleman had got a good deal. Had he been 
a better business man, he would have got a 
firm contract, and seen that all the amend. 
ments to Part I., which formed the’ subject 
of the agreement, were on the Order Paper. 

Mr. Churchill argued that the Government, 
y the course they were pursuing, were 
nlacing a great, and perhaps a fatal, obstacle 
in the path of any general co-operation on 
the bill. To ask them to proceed at once 
with Clause 2 was not only grossly unfair, 
but unwise; because the Government were 
not so strong numerically that they could 
afford to ride rongh-shod over the wishes 
and feelings of a very large number of: hon. 
members. Even if Mr. Lloyd George h 
made them ‘‘stand on the mat,” he might, 
in the moment of his triumph, have some con- 
sideration for those who had voted with him 
= os oe Lobby on a previous division on 

e bill. 


THE HEAD OF THE TABLE. 

Mr MacQuisten commented on the extra- 
ordinary situation that had arisen: Mr.

“America as Seen by a Scientist’’ was the 
subject of the Presidential address delivered 
by Professor J. W. Bigger, M.D., Sc.D., to 
the Experimental Science.

JUSTIFIABLE BOASTING. 

Americans had got innumerable . things 
about. which boasting would be perfectly 
justifiable, and among them must be classed 
their universities. He could not tell them 
much about the universities, because he was 
chiefly interested in the medical schools, 
which were largely post-graduate institutions, 
less closely connected with the parent 
universities than was the case in these 
countries, In his stay of 63 days in 
America, he had visited eighteen medical 
schools, three post-graduate medical schools, 
three schools of hygiene, and ten other in- 
stitutions where bacteriology and hygiene 
were studied, Practically all the schools 
visited were built on a similar plan—the 
H plan—capable of infinite extension, and 
the school was in physical contact, as all 
medical schools should be, with the 
hospital. 

The block plan, almost universal, secured 
simplicity of structure and the strictest 
economy, but in many cases, as he illustrated 
by lantern slides, the buildings were 
extremely ugly, and the economy had been 
carried to excess. There were, however, 
notable exceptions, such as North-Western 
Medical School, Chicago; the Jefferson 
Medical School, Philadelphia, and Columbia 
University; College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, at Medical Center, New York. In 
this last named they had a colossal pile, 
a the largest medical building in the 
world. 


EXCELLENT EQUIPMENT. 

The equipment.of the schools, as one might 
expect in a wealthy counthy, was excellent. 

As to the staffs, he found they were well 
above the minimum necessary for mere teach- 
ing. Possibly the most liberal allowance was 
in the, bacteriology department of Columbia 
University, New York, where the staff 
numbered 23, of whom 17 were engaged in 
teaching 108 students, and where 17 
technicians, and 3 secretaries were also 
employed, 

Only a small proportion of the time of’ 
professors was occupied in teaching. Teach- 
ing was regarded as only one function of a 
professor—the other wus research. There 
might be a modicum of truth in the charge 
often levelled at American science, that what 
it demanded was results in the form of 
papers. What really was demanded was 
work, and, even if results were slow in forth- 
coming, that sutficed. Work, hard work, 
is there the gospel not only for the teacher, 
but for the student. That, almost more than 
anything else in America, impressed him. 

The hard work idea, however, was not 
only, and not even chiefly, inspired by fear 
of failure to hold down a job. It was 
inspired by keenness and enthusiasm for his 
chosen type of work.. Those qualities did 
not make genius, and he did not imagine 
that America would produce more geniuses 
than any other country, but it had produced 
more well-trained, able men, hard at work 
in its well-’quipped laboratories. He found 
that the formal lecture was fast. losing 
ground—where it survived it was purely 
optional. Practical classes were regarded as 
of far more importance. The student was 
encouraged to lvarn for himself from his 
practical work, and especially from original 
sources, 


| OLDER STUDENTS. 

The students he saw were medical students, . 
all of whom must have completed two years 
in the university, or certain schools, before 
entering the school. It followed that the 


| American student was older than students 


here, and for the most part were more 
serious about their work. There was severe 
competition to enter the better schools, and 
even a degree was no guarantee of being 
accepted. The American medica! student 
was a picked man or woman, and care was 
taken to ensure that he or she maintained 
a high standard of work while at school. 
The chronic medical student did not exist 
in America. This seléction of eritries was 
one of the greatest differences between 
American and British schools. In the more 
progressive schools the tendéncy was to cut 
down, as far as possible, the compulsory 
classes, and leave the student free to attend 
selective classes. The medical student led 
a hard life. Saturday afternoon seemed his 
only free time. On the other days he worked 
from 8 till 4, or from 9 till 5, and frequently 
much longer. : 

He touched on the methods of teaching— 
the replacement of formal lectures by less 
formal .discussions.. In America bacteriology 
and hygiene were tending to btcome. nan- 
medical, and that tendency would, he 
thought, be followed here. In America there 
were great nes for “the “young 
bacteriologist, not only in the universities, 
but also in the State and municipal 
laboratories. 


IRELAND FOLLOWING. 

He thought that in Ireland they were 
following the lead of America in the teaching 
of bacteriology and hygiene. Even now :n 
Trinity College bacteriology might be studicd 
by non-medical science students, and a course 
in hygiene for non-medical men and women

In addition to a petition signed by tive 
million people, they have transposed 1!

practicable as the old setting. 

A bill providing for the recognition of 
“he. Star-Spangled Banner ” was intro- 
duced in Cyngzess last year, but it never 
got out of the Committee stage. It was 
claimed at the hearing that no ordinar, 
gathering, or even an ordinary soprano, 
could reach the words ““ The Land of the 
Free ” without a breakdown. 

Note.—‘* The Star-Spangled Benner ”’ 
was written by Francis Scott Key, a Bal- 
timore lawyer, to.¢elebrate an incident 
during the war between the United States 
and Great Britain in 1814. Key soug)it, 
under a flag of truce, the release of a 
friend who was captured ,by the Britis), 
but, as an attack by the British Fleet 
upon Fort McHenry was then pending, 
Key was temporarily detained. during the 
night on a British warship. “The attack 
failed, and in the morning the Stars and 
Stripes still waved above the fort, The 
first verse ends with the words: 

““Oh, say, does the Star-Spangled Banne? 
: yet. wave 

O’er the land of the free and the home o

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FINANCIAL PARAGRAPHS. 


CONSOLIDATED DIAMOND MINES OF 


SOUTH-WEST AFRICA. 

In a circular to shareholders the London 
secretaries of the above company. says :— 
‘Since the issue of the circular letter to 
shareholders, dated September órd, 1929, our 
consulting engineers and general manager 
report that prospecting operations on the 
diamondiferous marine terraces, the area 
north of the Orange River, in the Sperrgebiet, 
have been steadily advanced with most 
gratifying results. Statements made in the 
circular referred to have been more than 
confirmed hy closer trenching. across the 
strike of the terrace. The prospecting work 
completed has indicated that the diamond 
bearing terrace has a proved continuous 
length of 20 miles, with the almost certain 
possibility of a much longer stretch. <A 
rough estimate of the diamond contents indi- 
cates that the reserve figures of the terraces 
approximate 1,750,000 carats, and it is confi- 
dently expected that this caratage will be 
largely’ augmented within the next few 
months. Mining and washing operations have 
been continued at the southern end of the 
terrace and the production has fulfilled 
orginal expectations. The stones won from 
both mining and prospecting work continue 
to be of remarkably high quality and size.” 


SILVER'S NEW LOW RECORD, . 

Sinee the latter part of last fear silver has 
been selling at low record prices and yester- 
day thé metal reached the lowest level so far, 
spot being fixed at 19+#d. and forward at 
i9#d. per oz. Last years decline was 
largely due to heavy sales by India and other 
countries. Even now experts are not parti- 
cularly hopeful that the fall has been 
arrested. The depreciated level may be a 
favourable point for certain manufacturers, 
but it is very bad for the trade of China, 
for it has played havoe with the exchanges 
of that country. 

CIE. INDUSTRIELLE DU LIEGE. 

The accounts for 1929 of the Compagnie 
Industrielle du Liége, otherwise known as 
the Belgian Cork Trust, show a loss of nearly 
98,000,000f., which is attributed mainly to 
economic depression. The board suggest 
liquidation, in which case five shares of the 
Trust could be exchanged against one 7 per 
cent. Preferred and one Ordinary share of 
the Compania General del Corcho. 


CELANESE PRICES IN AMERICA, 

The Celanese Corporation of America have 
followed British Celanese with substantial 
cuts in prices, 150 denier being reduced 30 
cents to $1, and 60 and 75 denier by a similar 
amount to $2.25. These prices are still very 
much above those of Viscose, for which 
$1.15 is now being charged for 150 denier. 


RESTRICTED TIN OUTPUT. 

The Council of the Tin Producers’ Associa- 
tion yesterday endorsed the decision of the 
Executive Committee of the Association of 
December 14, designed ‘“‘to restore the 
balance between supply and demand and to 
re-establish the industry upon a sound and 
permanent footing.”” It was recommended 
that mining operations should cease on Sun- 
days and in certain weeks of the year. 


SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE, 

Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and 
Overseas) have received a cable from their 
Pretoria office stating that the Department 
of Customs of the Union of South Africa 
estimates the total imports through all Union 
ports for January at £5,750,551, against 
£7,102,211 for January, 1929. Exports (ex- 
cluding gold and diamonds) amounted to 
£2,492,446, against £3,667,153. The value of 
gold bullion and gold specie exported was 
£5,949,518, compared with £3,525,948 for the 


corresponding month. 


BANK OF ICELAND CLOSED. 

The Bank of Iceland did not open its doors 
on Monday. Tho Danish Cabinet sat on 
Monday morning, and it is believed that the 
meeting was concerned with the report from 
Iceland. The capital of the Bank of Iceland 
1s 4,500,000 kroner, and the last dividend 
paid was in 1925, being 4 per cent. The 
shares of the bank have been declining on 
the Copenhagen Exchange for some time, 
and were not quoted at all on Monday. The 
bank held a concession for the issuing of 
notes in Iceland, but this would expire in 
1955 and would be transferred to another 
bank. “The latest news regarding the bank, 
says an Exchange telegram, is that the whole 
share capital of four and a half million 
kroner, the bulk of which is held in Denmark, 
Is regarded as lost. The liabilities are esti- 
mated at 35,000,000 kroner. 


TURNER AUTOMATIC DISCLOSURES. 
The shareholders’ committee appointed at 
the meeting of Turner Automatic Machines 
has now issued its report, and recommends 
that the company should go into voluntary 
liquidation. Mr. R. F. W. Fincham, of 
Messrs. Fincham, Partridge and Co., char- 
tered accountants, conducted an investigation 
into the affairs of the company from its in- 
ception, and on his report the committee has 
come to the conclusion that the prospectus 
issued in October, 1928, contains numerous 
statements which should be the subject of 
further and serious inquiry. The committee

BRITISH REVENUE, 


This week's revenue return, made up to 
February 1 last, shows an ordinary revenue 
of £28,852,222, as against £352,050,419 for 
the corresponding week last year. KExpendi- 
ture amounted to £27,592,187, as against 

28,005,986, so that the weeks excess 

venue was £1,260,055, as compared with 
£4,044,433. To revenue by far the largest

the House of Commons yesterday, asked 
the Secretary of. State for Scotland 
whether, seeing that he issued, on 26rd 
December, to the local authorities in 
Scotland an appeal to them to use; so far 
as possible, goods and materials. of home 
production, and that, despite this appeal, 
the Corporation of Glasgow was ordering 
large quantities of. slates from the Irish 
Free State, he would state what further 


matter: and whether he was aware that 
Scottish siates were the same price as the 
Irish and of greater resistance to 
atmospheric changes. 

Mr. Thomas Johnston~I am causing a 
further communication to be addressed to 
the Corporation of Glasgow urging them 
to consider as to utilising to the largest 
extent available Scottish slates on their 
housing schemes, subject to prices being 
reasonable. I have seen an announcement 
by the Killaloe Slate Quarry Co., Litd., 
of Nenagh, in the Irish Free State, that 
it has received orders for 5,000 tons of 
slates to be delivered in Glasgow this year. 

As regards the latter part of the ques- 
tion, I am informed that recent tenders 
received in Glasgow show practically. the 
same price for slate work carried ott, with 
Scottish slates and with slates from the 
Irish Free State. I am advised that the 
former slate generally is a better weather- 
ing slate than the latter. 

Mr. McKinlay—Is he not aware that 
the agent for the Irish Free State slates 
is a member of the Glasgow City Council ; 
and what steps does he propose to take 
to prevent Councillors from being directly 
or indirectly concerned in the contracts 
which are being given? 

Mr. Johnston—In view of the. serious 
implications which may arise from ques- 
tions and answers in tins matter, I suggest 
that. it should not be pursued by way olf 
supplementary questions and answers. 

Colonel Ashley-(New Forest and Christ- 
church, Unionist)—May I ask if Scottish 
slates are available? 

Mr. Johnston—Yes ; certainly.

THE COLLEGE. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The College,” My. 
Blunden said that that institution had turned 
out men who were to be found in every part 
of the world, high-principled, unselfish, and 
self-sacrificing men, who were true to theu 
college. 

The Very Rev. R. A. Harnett, C.S.Sp., 
LL.D., responding, said he believed that the 
first Fathers of the Holy Ghost who came to 
Ireland brought a spirit to Ireland, planted 
it in their colleges, and 1t seemed to him 
that that spirit was growing all the time. 
Lhey would find practically the same spirit 
in St. Mary's | 
rock and Rockwell. The Holy Ghost Fathers 
conducted all three colleges, and their aim 
was to bring out the best in their boys. Be- 
sides teaching Greek, Latin, mathematics, 
and other subjects, they aimed at making 
men of their boys, so that when they went 
into life they would be men able to do for 
themselves, and do good for. their country.

Sm,—Though | always read, the. leading 
articles of the Jrish J'imes with the atten- 
tion which they deserve, this attention 15 
doubled when the -articles appertain to my 
country. in the article entitled, * The End 
of a Chapter,” which appeared in your issue 
of the 30th January last, the author judges 
the great and extensive work of General 
Primo de Rivera_in terms which the majority 
of Spaniards. would be far from endorsing ; 
but, as in questions of heh paper there can 
be no rectifieation without controversy, | 
shall not insist on this point. Questions of 
fact are another very different matter be- 
cause, in that case, the rectification 1s 
produced spontaneously. 

The writer of the article declares that 
‘the country’s economic: position is parlons. 
At present the rate of exchange is thirty- 
eight pesetas to the pound sterling—the 
lowest rate since the Spanish-American 
War—and: there is much industrial unrest in 
the provinces.” In order to contradict the 
first statement, it is sufficient to observe that 
the Budget’ of 1929 was balanced with an 
initial surplus of 237 millions of pesetas, that 
the easy position of finance has permitted 
a great part of the funded debt to be 
changed into i fund, the conversion of 
the supplementary Budget into an ordinary 
cne, aaa the complete disappearance. of the 
floating debt which makes Governments live 
in a perpetual state of anxiety. It is a fact 
that at that time. (30th January last) the 
sound sterling rose to 38 pesetas—to-day 
564—but this phenomenon of the Exchange 
is very complex, and in the case of the peseta 
factors come in, such as the slump im silver 
on the world-market—which have nothing 
to do with the: prosperity of a country—and 
the excess of importation over . exportation, 
which is also to be met with in many rich 
countries. | 

As regards the unrest in the provinces, 
this assertion is opposed to reality. The 
workingman is. -content. because he never 
earned as much as he earns now, and because 
the rigorous enforcement of the law secures 
for him an ‘eight-hour day which is the most 
earnest aspiration of the working classes. If 
any truth is contained in the words of the 
leading article, it can only be in relation to 
branches of the textile industry, 
which are undergoing a universal crisis. 
Nevertheless, our country has not to solve 
the formidable problem of the unemployed 
which causes such’ wotry fó other Govern- 
ments. Strikes are unimportant, bloodless 
and of short duration; and the well-being 
of the -working classes is _ réflected in 
emigration which~ barely exceeds the com- 
pensating movement of Spaniards who return 


‘to their country to enjoy the fortune they 


have acquired, or have abandoned overseas, 
owing to the fact that they. do not find better 
conditions of living there than in their own 
native land.—Yours, ete.
